To A 6-6 Deadlock Friday PlPer Patter 


The Pied Pipers and the Clyde 
Bulldogs battled to 6-6 tie in 
Bulldog 
stadium 
Friday 
evening with both teams still 
looking for their first win of the 
season. Both teams are now 0-1- 
1. 
The Pipers scored early in the 
contest on a 19-yard drive set up 
by a Clyde fumble. It took the 
Pipers seven plays to reach the 
goal line with fullback Albert 
McAfee scoring from the one. 
Halfback Johnny Jones tried to 
add the two-pointer but was 
stopped short of the goal line. 
Clyde tied the game up late in 
the third period on a 15-yard 
scoring drive, which was also 
set up by a recovered fumble. It 
took the Bulldogs five plays to 
score, along with two Hamlin 
penalties. Fullback Gary Barr 
carried in for the final yard and 
the score. The Clyde kick for the 
point after was blocked. 
Both teams were victims of 
offensive mistakes as the 
Pipers lost the ball three times 
on fumbles and twice on pass 
interceptions. The Bulldogs lost 
two fumbles and gave up the 
ball once on a pass interception. 
Top ground gainer for the 
night was Johnny Jones with 17 
carries for 110 yards, he was 
followed by Clyde’s Gary Barr 
with 12 carries for 73 yards. 
Hamlin took the opening 
kickoff with McAfee returning it 
11 yards to the Hamlin 46. 
Johnny ripped off 17 yards on 
the first play but the drive 
stalled when the Pipers could 
not overcome a 15-yard penalty. 
The Pipers punted to the Clyde 
12 and two plays later the 
Pipers recovered a fumble on 
the Bulldog 19. 
McAfee picked up two yards, 
Quarterback Milton Jones was 
stopped for no gain and Johnny 
added five yards. Facing fourth 
and three, Johnny ripped off 
eight yards to the Bulldog four. 
McAfee hit the line for two, 
Johnny one and then McAfee 
made it into the end zone for the

Johnny’s try for two 
points was short. 


The 
Pipers 
forced 
the 
Bulldogs to punt following the 
kickoff and then moved the ball 
40 yards in six plays before 
losing it on a fumble. The two 
teams exchanged 
punts 
for 
most of the rest of the first half 
with Clyde putting together a 
strong drive near the end of the 
half. They moved the ball from 
their own 44 to the Hamlin 31 
before drawing two 
15-yard 
penalties and then losing the 
ball on the final play with 
Halfback Bill Cork intercepting 
a Ruben Ramos pass as the half 
ended. 
The two teams exchanged 
punts 
again 
to 
open 
the 
second half, with Clyde ending 
up with the ball on the Hamlin 
45. They drove to the Hamlin 19 
before giving up the ball on 
downs. Hamlin drew a penalty 
and found themselves afcing a 


first and 20 situation from their 
own nine. Moving out to the 20, 
the Pipers lost their second 
fumble with Clyde taking over 
on the 15. 
Barr moved the ball to the 
Hamlin IO and then Hamlin 
drew a half the distance to the 
goal penalty that put the ball on 
the five. With a Clyde first down 
on the five, the Pipers drew 
another half the 
distance 
penalty to put the ball on the 
two. It took Barr two plays to 
score. The kick for the point 
after was blocked by the Pipers 
and the score was now tied, 6-6. 
Again the two teams ex­ 
changed punts, with Hamlin 
taking over on their own 33. A 
pass from Quarterback Willie 
Hooper to Tight End George 
Titus was good for a first down 
on the Clyde 36. The Pipers 
added another first down at the 
Bulldog 22, but then lost the ball 
on a fumble on the 20. 
The Bulldogs moved to the 
Hamlin 39 before losing the ball 
on downs. 
With 90 seconds left on the 
clock, Hooper’s pass was in­ 
tercepted at the Hamlin 35. Two 
plays later the Pipers had the 
ball again after recovering a 
Bulldog fumble. Hooper’s pass 
was again intercepted and 
Ricky Loper returned this one 
to the Hamlin IO as the game 
ended.
